Betrayed so often by those who have posed as1 his friends, and made 
to believe that all business is a trick, of which he is the victim, it is 
not surprising that the average working man has come to be sus- 
picious of every movement which pretends to be in his interest. 
Sometimes the very men who have betraye'd ham in political life, and' 
in economic life, have been prominent in the work of the church. 
There is nothing that the working man resents quite so quickly as 
the spirit of patronage or paternalism. 


The working man must find in the church more of the prophetic 


spirit. Too long have we been boasting of our glorious traditions,— 
traditions with which we have had nothing to do because they were 
created by our great grandfathers.

SUIT AGAINST DIRECTORS 


Seeks to Hold Them Financially Re- 


sponsible For $307,000 Embezzled by 


Former Clerk—Charged With Gross 


Negligence and Inattention to Duty 


—Called Mere Figureheads In Re- 


gard to Management of Institution 


Boston, Nov. 4.—John L. Dates, 


receiver for the National City bank ot 
Cambridge, which was wrecked by 
George \V. Coleman, filc-d a bill In 
eriuity in the United States circuit 
court against President Dresser and 
the directors of the National City bank 
of Cambridge, seeking to hold them 
financially responsible for the steal- 
Ings of Coleman, amounting to $307,- 
001). 


The receiver declares that the de- 


fendants were negligent in their duty. 
The defendants named by ex-Governoi 
Dates in his"suit as receiver are: 


President Edwin Dresser, Directors 


David A. Barber, George W. Gale, 
Simmer Dresser and George E. Rich- 
ardson. 


The receiver states, in his bill of 


complaint, that he conducts this suit 
"with the knowledge and approval of 
the comptroller of tbe currency, to 
recover from tbe pre.sldent and direct- 
ors the losses sustained by the credit- 
ors through tbe. defalcation of George 
W. Coleman." 


Tbe receiver goos on to say that he 


charges them "with gross negligence 
and inattention to duty." 


Receiver Bates charges that for more 


than two years before me bank sus- 
pended on Feb. 21, 1910, they utterly 
neglected to make any sullicient ex- 


nilnation of the affairs of the bank 


aml neglected to exercise any effective 
oversight whatsoever ove:- the book- 
keeping department or the employes: i 
that during the whole of 19(1!) they 1 


caused no examination or audit to be 
made of the bank. 


Further he alleges that the negli- 


gence of the. bank officials enabled 
Colemnn to steal $307,000 from the 
bank: that at no time did they make 
any reasonable effort to ascertain the 
cause of the shrinkage of deposits at 
the hank; that they never attempted 
to check up the cash book by taking 
the totals from the Individual ledgers, 
which would at once have revealed tin 
defalcation of Coleman. 


He calls tbe officials mere .figure- 


heads as regards the management o! 
tbe bank, except In tbe matter of Itr 
loans, and asks for an accountingunil 
inquiry under direction of the court 
ns lo all losses sustained by the ImnU, 
Its creditors and stockholders, by rea- 
son of tbe act and omissions nf tbe 
president and directors, and asks that 
a decree be entered against them re- 
quiring them to pay to the receiver all 
sums for which they niay bo held re- 
sponsible In the matter and far such 
other reliel as may be required by 
justice.

Some of the loss1 must 
inevitably fall on the destitute family. 
That cannot be prevented, but some 
of the loss should be borne by the 
community at large. 
It should rest 


on the shoulders of the consumer. It 
Is really part of the cost of produc 
tion, a debt in flesh and blood which 


common humanity and honor the 


community 
should meet 
and1 pay 


promptly. Now under a workman's 
compensation act there are many ad 
vantages which are 
not 
obtained 


through an employers liability act. A 
workman's compensation act is bene 
flcial not only to the working man, but 
also 
.the • manufacturer, 
because 


through it he avoids the present great 
cost of litigation and defending acci- 
dent cases. The workman's compen- 
sation act provides for the paymenl 
at once to the injured workman of a 
flxed sum graduated according to the 
injury received. The working mail re- 
ceives this compensation 
at 
once 


without the intervention of courts or 
lawyer. When a man is injured, per- 
haps bedridden, he is In no condition, 
either physically or 
financial)./, -to 


push a suit and meet court costs and 
lawyers' fees. Injury cases frequent- 
ly drug on for years and In the end 
the cost of litigation frequently ah 
sorbs from one third to one half of 
the money received. This workman's 
compensation act is not the 
idle 


dream of some theorists. In various 
forms it has been enacted into law in 
all the great countries of Europe. Thf 
state of New York last year enacted 
.such a law and Massachusetts has 
today a commission appointed to re- 
port to the next session of the legis- 
lature on this1 very subject. 


An investigation in ew York ol 


the conditions under the old law wihich 
was very similar to our present law 
shows the gross Injustice which that 
system worlts. Among 1,040 accidents 
of employment, is was found that 902 
resulted in temporary disability. In 
404 of these cases, or 44 per cent., the 
employed received no compensation 
whatever, not even medical expenses. 
In 304 cases the amount recovered 
was less than 50 per. cent, of the mon- 
ey loss of wages and/expenses. Seven- 
ty-one cases resulted In permanent 
disability. In 18 of these cases noth 
ing was recovered; in 22, $100 or less; 
In. 14, $100 to $500; in 5 cases, $GOO 
to §2,000, and in only one case was 
over $2,000 recovered. 


The result of these investigations 


led to the following conclusion, thai 
only a small proportion of the working 
men injured by accidents of employ- 
ment got substantial 
compensation, 


and they were constantly forced to a 
lower standard of living; second, that 
the system, is wasteful, being costly 
to employers and the state, and of 
small benefit to the victims of the ac- 
cident; third, that the system is slow 
in operation and involves a great de- 
lay in settlement of cases; and, fourth 
that the- operation of law breeds an- 
tagonism between employers and em- 
ployed. 


This practically sets forth In clear 


language the situation as it exists 
oi our large manufacturing centres in 
this state. 
The Republican

it is put into power to enact a law 
similar to the one now in force 
New York. This law will be a con- 
siderable step towards remedying the 
evils as they now exist. I do not 
pretend that it will be a cure all, but 
I belileve that it has not been found 
a hardship by the employers of labor 
in New York, aud I know that it wl 
he a veritable Godsend to the faclorj 
employes of this state.

TRIKE SETTLEMENT 


HAND 


NEAR AT 


Express Companise and Strikers In 


Conference and Agreement Will Be 
Reached 


Now York, Nov. 3—The movement 


'or a settlement of the strike of ex- 
>resB ' company drivers and helpers 
which has practically tied- up express 
business In and around N-eW York city 
'or a week past took more definite 
'orm today with -the announcement 
that representative? of tho compau- 
es would meet representatives of the 
men this afternoon to discuss plans 
for ending the strike. The meeting 
was scheduled1 to be held in Jersey 
City at three o'clock. Indications were 
that each side would enter the con- 
ference with a willingness to concede 
something, and prospects Tor a settle- 
ment, pcssibly before nightfall looked 
brig-ht. Earnest effort to adjust griev- 
ances, and a resort to arbitration if 
the joint conference failed of agree- 
me,nt, seemed to be the 
program. 


Pending the proposed meeting this 
afiernoon no developments were look- 
id for In the arbitration proposition 
made by .the men through the Na- 
tional Civic Federation and Mayor 
Oajf.or yesterday. 
The companies 


seemed to prefer meeting the men's 
committee first and trying for a di- 
rect adjustment before placing theii 
interests in the hands of arbitrators. 
No indication- was 'given, -however, 
how the express company heads, par- 
ticularly Frank H. Platt, head of the 
United 
States Express 
company, 


among whose employes the strike 
movement originated, stood on the 
arbitration proposition. 
It was be- 


lieved, (however, that there would be 
no serious obstacle placed in the way 
of arbitration should the direct nego- 
tiations fail. 


William Ashton, general .organizer 


of the Brotherhood1 of 
Teamsters, 


seemed sanguine today that the ne- 
gotiations would lucceed, It was he 
who made the first announcement that 
the.men and the company representa- 
tives had agreed to meet on equal 
terms. 
No "closed shop" demands, 


It was understood, would be made by 
the men, who were to enter the con- 
ference, according to Ashton, "as men 
first of all, and then union men. They 
go as ex-employes anxious to settle 
this trouble," 'he said. 
Mr. Ashton 


added that he would accompany the 
men-, but would not enter the con- 
ference unless Invited to. The com- 
panies claimed- considerable progress 
toward clearing up the congestion as 
i result of yesterday's movement of 
wagons. They planned yet more ex 
tensive operations today under the 
usual police protection. No disorders 
of moment were reported up to mid 
forenoon. 


Yesterday the ranks of the strikers 


were augmented by drivers from sev 
enal more department stores. Aid to 
the stikers was also tendeed by the 
'Longshoremen's TJnion, "Which sen' 
a committee to ithe various steam 
ship companies with a notice that the
